The Ku Klux Klan has reached a 
State of near perfection and from 
now on it will leave the defensive 
and pursue a “‘constructive”’ policy, 
Imperial .Wizard Hiram W. Evans 
told the order’s delegates in the 
| Washington auditorium yesterday. 
| “We are ready after these many 
years to snatch the banner of 
Americanism from the ramparts we 
have so ably defended and go over 
ithe top against Romanism, alienism, 
| bolshevism and anti-Americanism 
| of all kinds,”’ he declared. 

Outlining a program for future 
| klan activities, the imperiai wizard 
| said the fight for Federal controlled 
|education. would be carried on as 
‘would that for alien registration 
‘legislation. The klan will never 
tolerate’ the country’s getting into 
lany entangling alliances with Eu- 
 Topean countries, he declared, nor 
i neither would it tolerate the viola- 
|\tion of the Monroe doctrine. 


Oppose Marriage Stand. 


The Catholic chureh doctrine re- 
| garding “marriages outside the 
‘church was attacked, and the im- 
' perial wizard urged klansmen to 
create a public mind”’ for legisla- 
tion against it. 

Dr. Evans’ reelection last July by 
the grand dragons in Chicago was 
indorsed by the convention with a 
rousing demonstration. Incidental- 
ly, the. klan head settled the con- 
troversy as to whether this meet- 
ing or that in July reelected iim. 
He said he had withheld ‘‘accept- 
ance’’ of the tender until it met 
with approval of the present meet- 
ing. 


Immediately upon the conclusion 
of his address, there was a scene 
attending those in the national po- 
litical conventions. 


Ovation for Wizard. 


Delegations bearing their placard 
designations marched down the 
aisles to the stage and lifting the 
imperial wizard on their shoulders 
carried him around the large hall. 
This demonstration subsided, an 
_Alabama member moved that the 
selection of the grand dragon be 
‘“‘indorsed.’’ ‘It was seconded by a 
member from Texas, while the pre- 
siding klansman, laughingly, said 
he ‘“‘thirded’’ it. Then the meeting 
indorsed it with a standing vote. 
Whereupon, Dr. Evans _ said 
briefly: : 

“I accept,” adding that inasmuch 
‘as he had. been named ‘and he had 
accepted: “I hereby announce that 
I expect to be the wizard of the Ku 
Klux Klan for the next four years.” 
This was taken as a challenge tp 
factionalism.

Present Margin Too Small.

Such an 
increase, it was declared, would op- 
erate to retard a recovery of busi- 
ness from the depression. 


At present, it was pointed out, 
there is only a slight margin be- 
tween government income and ex- 
penses, and when there is taken 
into consideration the maturing ob- 
ligations the Treasury is obliged to 
meet on account of the public debt 
that slight margin is a deficit. 

While the Treasury for the first 
time, it was added, was able to 
meet those. maturing obligations 
last - June without borrowing, it has 
been forced .to borrow for meet-

be| ing the September 15 public debt 


maturities. The interest charges 
alone on the public debt are more 
than $800,000,000 a year, and, it 
was said, and considerable reduc- 
tion in taxes at present probably 
would require a substantial lessen- 
ing in the allotments to the sink- 
ing fund that might react upon 
bonds issued to the public in a way 
to damage public credit. 

Taxes can be reduced, it was 
said, in general if the chief execu- 
tive can keep expenses down. That 
the President is attempting to do, 
it was added, while he favors re- 
ducing taxes as, rapidly as can be 
dohe in a way to permit a fair 
margin for taking care of any 
losses in government income that 
might be brought about by a 
shrinkage in private business.

Berlin, Sept. 14 (By A. P.) — 
The ape is descended from man 
and not man from the ape, ac- 
cording to Prof. Max Westen- 
hofer, custodian of the patho- 
logical museum of the Berlin 
university.

punitive forces and the Chinese, 
some dispatches reportng 2,000) 
Chinese casualties. The officials 
here say that figure is ‘‘very great- 
ly exaggerated,’ though. it 
mitted the affray was serious. 

The encounter was at a port on'! 
the upper Yangtze river, between 
Gen. Yang-Sen’s legiénnaires and 
a small British naval force. It was 
much like an eighteenth century 


with hand-to-hand . fighting. The. 
British were greatly outnumbered, 
but effected a dramatic release of 
the British officers 
aboard merchantmen whieh 
been seized by the Chinese and 
crowded to the rails with guards. 

Everything appeared quiet as the 
Kiawo, manned by a. British naval 
force, steamed alongside the cap- 
tured Wanhsien. All that was to 
be seeh on the Wanhsien’s decks 
were groups of Chinese squatting 
about in a seemingly peaceful man- 
ner. But as soon as the British 
boarding party went aboard the 
ship became alive with riflemen, 
and machine guns poured a leaden 
hail into the British. 

Commander Darley, who was 
leading the boarding party, with a 
pistol in each hand and Lieut. Hig- 
gins were killed instantly. It was 
estimated that 400 Chinese lined the 
rails of the Wanhsien and poured 
a deadly fire into the Kiawo, which 
was promptly returned. 

While desperate fighting was go- 
ing on on the lower decks a board- 
ing party swarmed aboard the cap- 
tured steamer and rescued the Brit- 
ish officers who had barricaded 
themselves jn the officers’ quarters 
of the vessel. The fighting contin- 
ued for an hour after that, when 
the British Rec Kiawo drew off.

Louis, Mo., August 9, 1885, the 
daughter of Count Hesso‘yon Lein- 
ingen-Westerburg, scion of one of 
the oldest noble families in Ger- 
many, who emigrated to America in 
the early ’80s, marrying Margarete 
Meyer, of St. Louis,

“As for prohibition, I doubt very 
much whether prohibition will be a 
lasting institution,’’ said Mr. Cox.

Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 14 
(By A. P.).—Another historic step 
in European reconciliation was 
taken today with the deposit with 
the secretariat of the League of Na- 
tions of the ratifications of the Lo- 
carno treaties of security and arbi- 
tration. This was followed by an 
optimistic statement by Gustav 
Stresemann, the German foreign 
minister, to the British correspond- 
ants that the Locarno accords, now 
officially merged with the league, 
have completely changed the politi- 
cal situation in Europe. ) 

“Tt is,” he declared, ‘‘the end of 
the policy of mistrust and the birth 


‘of an era of collaboration.”’ 


In the opinion of Dr. Stresemann, 
the big difficulty was in winning 
over German public opinion to the 
ideas voiced at Locarno, and he now 
was convinced that a big majority 
of his people sincerely believed in 
the Locarno pacts. 


No French-German Meeting. 
Contrary to expectations, beyond 


‘the meeting for the Locarno ratifi- 


cations, Dr. Stresemann and M. 
Briand held no conference today, 
the French foreign minister resting 
while the reich foreign minister 
attended a somewhat listless after- 
noon session of the assembly.

Should Not Be World Apart. 


Upon .this, Senor Guani of Uru- 
guay protested that it was not de- 
sirable that Latin America be a 
world apart, and that its states 
should not claim exemption from 
the regular rule of the League of 
Nations. 

He pointed out that a number of 
Latin-American states were not 
participating in the league activi- 
ties, and that care must be used in 
speaking in their behalf. He em- 
phasized, however, that no political 
or geographical entity, no matter 
how strong, should have special 
privileges within the league, and 
criticized the Latin-American meth- 
ods of caucussing to decide which 
state should be candidates for coun- 
cil representation. 

The commission by a vote of 19 
to 15 decided that blank ballots 
in the vote for council members 
would be counted as abstentions 
and not among the number voting. 
This is a victory for the French, 
who feared Poland might thus be 
blocked in securing the two-third 
vote necessary to make her re- 
eligible to a seat. 

The Irish Free State delegation 
to the assembly tet it be known to- 
day that the Free State would be a 
candidate for a nonpermanent seat 
in the council. If Canada was also 
a candidate,, however, the Irish 
delegates said, the Free State would 
withdraw its candidacy and support 
her.

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EUROPE’S NEW PEACE PACT. 

The Locarno security and arbitration trea- 
ties went into effect yesterday with the deposit 
of ratifi¢dtions. So far as war can be chained 
by treaties, the European nations concerned 
have done well. France, Germany and Bel- 
gium agree to respect the frontier established 
by the treaty of Versailles, and Great Britain 
agrees to come to the support of the side that 
may suffer unprovoked attack. The contract- 
ing. parties agree to submit all their disputes 
to arbitration. 

The world will ardently hope that the se- 
curity treaties will never be violated; that they 
endure - forever. 

Unfortunately, treaties do not stand in the 
way of war when nations want war. The prin- 
cipal Locarno treaty itself is a witness of this 
fact. In its preamble it states the reasons wh¥ 
a mutual guarantee of security is necessary, 
and-among these reasons is the following: 


Taking note of the abrogation of the 
treaties for the neutralization. of Belgium. 


This is a soft and inoffensive reference to 
the fact that barely more than ten years ago a 
treaty intended to prevent war was violated. 

‘Twelve years is but a moment in the life of 
nations. What will the next twelve years 
bring forth? The lovers of peace hope that 
the Locarno guarantee treaty will be even 
more binding then than now; that the govern- 
ments pledging themselves to observe it will 
be able to check the war spirit in their re- 
spective territories in spite of the violence of 
human passions, and that no untoward series 
of incidents will develop misunderstandings 
and hatred flaming into war. 

There is a constant clash of interests among 
the greater nations of Europe, largely ‘on ac- 
count of their imperialistic ambitions. There 
is also a vast field for beneficial cooperation. 
Germany’s abandonment of militarism is the 
greatest single influence in behalf of European 
peace. Now, if the economic growth of those 
countries can be accomplished without stirring 
up national passions, and if the governments 
will follow the policy of cooperation rather 
than rivalry, there need not be any more war 
in Europe. Statesmanship of the highest or- 
der is needed, reinforced by well-informed pub- 
lic opinion and popular control of government. 
Europe must struggle out of debt, establish 
prosperity and give its people liberty. Every 
month and year of peace helps this process. 
The greatest danger lies in the collision of 
economic interests in the course of industrial 
and commercial expansion. 


BREAKING UP PARTIES. 


Following his defeat for renomination for 
the Senate by Gov. Blaine, Senator Lenroot, of 
Wisconsin, announced he could not support the 
nominee and maintain his own self-respect. 
in Harrisburg, on Monday, Goy. Pinchot gave 
out a statement in which he reaffirmed his Re- 
publicanism, but declared he could not stand 
for Vare because he considered him “not fit to 
represent Pennsylvania in the Senate of the 
United States.’’ | 
, Gov. Pinchot and Senator Lenroot, in their 
respective States, made their.fight within their 
party for. the senatorial. nomination.. The ma- 
jority of voters in each case decided’ by fairly 
large majorities that they preferred others in 
the running than the gentlemen who now repu- 
diate the candidate selected. The least that may 
be said is that the conduct of these two distin- 
guished Republicans is somewhat irregular. 

. The primary law is far from perfect; some 
of its weaknesses are glaring. There is no pro- 
vision that the man who participates in a 
party primary must bind himself to support 
the’ nominee of the primary at the regular elec- 
tion. In some States electors may vote at pri- 
maries-regardless of their. political predilec- 
tioas and through this subversive and danger- 
ous practice one party may dictate the nomi- 
nee of the opposing party and force the selec- 
tion. of a man entirely. unacceptable to mem- 
bers of the organization whose ticket ‘he 
heads. This is conducive to bolting. 

The action of Gov. Pinchot and Senator Len- 
root emphasizes the fact, apparent to many 
students of politics, that the primary system 

4s fast’ destroying all sense of loyalty to party 
and all semblance of party responsibility for 
government. Politics was cleaner under the 
old: system of conventions than it is today 
withthe primary.

THE BOOK OF FACTS. 


The ‘‘Democratic Book of Facts’’ has been 
_issued by the senatorial and congressional 
| committees of that party, for the use of can- 
didates and speakers in the campaign of.1926. 
It is designed to ‘‘expose the fallacies on which 
the Republican party depends for the winning 
| of votes.’’ The authors say: 

The facts show that alike in its do- 
mestic and in its foreign policies the Re- 
publican administration—more especially, 
if that is possible, since President Cool- 
idge went to the White House—has been 
morally -and_ intellectually, bankrupt. 

* * * The fundamental issue is that of 
turning back control of the government 
at Washington to-the American people. 


Now, that is the proper method of writing 
a book. Ne beating about the bush, no mushy 
sentimentality—just plain facts and the naked 
issue. The authors might have hinted that the 
Republican administration under President 
Coolidge had been slightly imperfect, here and 
there; that among some of the people, at least, 
there was something akin to an attitude of 
dissent, or at any rate an inability to see eye 
to eye with the Republican party. The sug- 
gestion might have been cautiously thrown out 
that the Republican party’s moral and intellec- 
tual capital had been somewhat diminished by 
reason of overexertion. But no; the book of 
facts comes right out and announces total 
bankruptcy. It leaves to the Republican party 
not a rag of moral covering or a scintilla of 
intelligence. 

That’s the way to doit! ‘‘That’s the stuff!” 
No reader of the Book of Facts, accepting it as 
such, can fail to feel the fury of revolt stirring 
within him. He will be seized with a desire to 
march on Washington and wrest the govern- 
ment from the moral and intellectual bank- 
rupts who have played havoc with this fair 
land. 

The Book of Facts answers that universal 
query, ‘‘What is the issue?”’ The issue is the 
turning out of the Republican party. All talk 
of farm relief, tariff, debt collections, primary 
slush funds, &c., is wasted breath. “Turn out 
the Republicans!’’ There is the issue, the 
only issue, the burning issue, the issué that 
appeals to every Democrat, wet or dry, North 
or South, East or West. 

In due time, perhaps/ a ‘Republican Book 
of Facts’ will appear. Its authors will miser- 
ably fail unless they pattern their work after 
the Democratic masterpiece. There must be 
no fine writing or kid-glove tactics. The Dem- 
ocratic party must be’ proved morally and in- 
tellectually. destitute, beyond any reasonable 
doubt. or all is-lost. Moreover, the book of 
Republican facts must show that the perpetuity 
of the republic will be shattered by a change 
of administration, and:that the only issue ‘be- 
fore the people is, ‘‘Don’t turn us out!”’ 

As the book of Democratic facts so truly 
says, “One fact is worth a dozen theories.” 
The country is sick of theories. It is well that 
all nonsense should be swept away. The issue 
will be sharply defined when one irresistible 
hook of facts collides with another immovable 
book of facts. It may be expressed like this: 
Each party having proved that the other is 
morally and intellectually bankrupt, which 
one shall be placed in power? 


TOO MUCH GAS. 


Gas filling stations in several of the Western 
college towns are destined to suffer a substan- 
tial diminution in their receipts during the 
winter as a result of the action of several uni- 
versity heads. These ‘“‘prexies’’ take the view 
that the “lizzie’’ must no longer be a factor in 
the curriculum. They believe the business of 
obtaining a higher education can be better con- 
ducted on foot than through the use of four 
or five gallons of gas each week, usually con- 
sumed after nightfall. There would seem to he 
a lot of hard common sense, in the conclusions 
reached by these college presidents. 

More bold than its contemporaries, the 
University of Chicago has decreed absolutely 
that its matriculants may not have cars while 
attending their studies and lectures. The 
University of Michigan has declared against an 
‘‘unlimited’’ use of automobiles, while the 
head of the University of Wisconsin advises 
parents not to supply their boys with these 
diverting attractions. Agreeing to the general 
principle that use of the automobile is an 
educational deterrent while school is on, these 
eminent professors do not. travel the same 
pathway in reaching their common destination. 
The Illinois educators conclude merely that the 
boys are too prone to waste their time in rid- 
ing about and neglecting their studies. In 
Wisconsin the argument is that use of motor 
cars during the college years: is harmful to 
morals and tends to increase the patronage 
of road houses. But, whatever be his reason, 
prexy probably is right when he contends that 
the average youth of today can not put his 
whole mind on his books during the day when 
he is planning to step on the gas at night. 


“THE FARMER'S DOLLAR.” 


In order to arouse the prejudice of the 
farmers it is repeatedly asserted that ‘‘the pur- 
chasing power of the farmer’s dollar has de- 
creased from $1.12 in 1918 to 66.3 cents in 
1238". | ~ 3 

This is another way of stating that the

FOREIGN TRAFFIC OFFENDERS. 


There is much truth in the statement of 
Traffic Director Eldridge that defiance of traf- 
fic regulations by drivers of diplomats’ cars 
on Washington’s highways has become a men- 
ace to the lives of the people. There has been 
fa sufficient number of examples of reckless 
driving of late by those entitled to diplomatic 
immunity to justify the criticisms of the au- 
thorities. The police can not arrest them, and 
officials assert that reports of such violations 
of law to the Federal authorities have not been 
productive of any improvement in the situa- 
tion. 

tt is difficult to believe, however, that the 
head of any foreign mission in this Capital 
would tolerate conduct of this character if 
brought to his attention through the proper 
channels. With the cooperation of the State 
Department the situation, so far as it relates to 
diplomatic cars, can be completely controlled. 
If there are members of any foreign lega- 
tion here who defy the laws and refuse to heed 
admonitions made in kindly spirit, all the 
State Department need do is to intimate to the 
foreign government in question that the recall 
of the offending individual would not be dis- 
pleasing. 

The people of Washington are entitled to 
protection on the streets against the reckless 
driving, even of those who are immune from 
arrest. 


WHERE WHEAT GOES. 


Official figures indicate that the American 
wheat crop this year will be approximately 
&§39,000,000 bushels, and that about 200,000,- 
000 will be exported. That is, about 639,000,- 
000 will be consumed in the United States. In 
1924 production was about 862,000,000 bush- 
els, and the exported portion about 225,000,000 
bushels. In 1922 the production was about 
867,000,000 bushels, while 205,000,000 bushels 
were exported. In other words, about 25 per 
cent in each year was exported, while 75 per 
cent was consumed in the United States. For 
the twelve months ended in June, 1926, ex- 
ports were less than 100,000,000 bushels. 

Flour production in terms of wheat varies 
from 45,000,000 bushels to 80,000,000 bush- 
els, and exports have been about 40,000,000 
bushels. For the twelve months ended last 
June, exports of flour in terms of wheat were 
about 45,000,000 bushels-—30,000,000 bushels 
of domestic wheat and 15,000,000 bushels im- 
ported from Canada. 

Thus the American market consumes about 
three-fourths of all the wheat grown in the 
United States. The American growers of wheat 
‘must depend upon the consuming power of the 
American people to dispose of three-fourths of 
the crop. While it is true that the price of 
American wheat is influenced by the world sup- 
ply, nevertheless the American price, as a rule: 
depends largely upon the consuming power and 
the demand of the American people. 

No act of Congress -can make the price of 
American wheat twicg what it brings in the 
American and world markets. A law fixing the 
price of American wheat must make the gov- 
ernment responsible for that price. To accom- 
plish that the government must buy wheat and 
engage in the wheat business.

This demon- 
strates clearly that the automobile 
is our principal] passenger carrier.”’ 

It demonstsrates, too, if Mr. 
Trumbower’sS 560-50 division of 
rural and city traffic is correct, that 
almost three times as many persons 
travel by automobiles in the city as 
travel by trolley. Or, rather, that 
the mileage of persons traveling by 
automobile is three times that of 
persons traveling by trolley. 

Another factor in the situation is 
the length of the ride. More and 
more the railroads are coming to be 
utilized for transportation over a 
lengthening. distance. In 1908, the 
average length of trip was about 35 
miles. By 1920, it had lengthened 
'% more than 37 miles and last 
year it was 40% miles. Passengers 
traveling a’ short distance, these 
figures show unmistakably, were 
using other means than railroads. 
Obviously, they were utilizing the 
motor car. 


320,000 Passengers a Mile. 


Carrying 
mate one step further, a calcula- 
tion shows that, on the average, 
320,000 passenger 
pass, during the course of a year, 
over every mile of roadbed in the 
United States, including the dirt 
roads. This figure, it should be 
remembered, is an average. 
lower, of course, in rural districts 
where the roads ‘are poor, and 
higher, by far, in congested areas. 
As an average of all roads, how- 
ever, it means that year in and 
year out, about 876 automobiles 
pass daily over every mile of road.
